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BOB LURIE 
President 


In the nine years since he acquired the Giants, Bob Lurie has also 
steadily acquired a reputation for equal measures of dedication, en- 
thusiasm and hard work among the sport’s chief executives. Therefore, 
it came as no surprise that he eagerly embraced his role last summer 
as host of baseball's premier mid-season event—the All-Star Game. 

Twenty-three years had passed since the game was played at 
Candlestick Park, and Lurie proudly showed off his native city and the 
Giants organization to baseball's elite, the international media and 
millions of fans around the globe by staging such an impressive show 
that many left San Francisco proclaiming that a new standard had been 
set for the midsummer classic. 

“The Giants made baseball's 55th All-Star Game a glittering occa- 
sion,” wrote The Sporting News’ Editor-in-Chief Dick Kaegel. TSN’s Na- 
tional League columnist Bill Conlin added, “let me go overboard in prais- 
ing the gala party that Giants owner Bob Lurie and his people tossed 
...” More than 57,000 people jammed Candlestick Park on Tuesday eve- 
ning, July 10, and saw the National League defeat the American League, 
3-1. 


The All-Star activities consumed much of Lurie’s time and energy in 

1984, but he also remained an active chief executive in other baseball 
‘circles. As a member of the committee charged with the responsibility 

of finding a new commissioner, it was Bob Lurie’s nomination of Peter 
V. Ueberroth that ultimately led to his appointment last year as Baseball 
Commissioner. At the Winter Meetings in Houston in December, Lurie 
was appointed to serve on the National League Executive Council, and 
he is a frequent participant in a number of conclaves involving baseball 
executives throughout the year. 

Lurie also became involved in the search for another kind of baseball 
leader in 1984 as he and Executive Vice President of Baseball Opera- 
tions Tom Haller conducted a series of interviews for a new Giants 
manager. Ultimately, they decided on longtime Giant Jim Davenport, 
whose appointment reinforced Lurie’s avowal to build a stronger Giants 
organization with leaders and staff familiar with the club’s philosophies, 
standards and players. The selection of Davenport proved to be im- 
mensely popular with many longtime Giants fans and followers, as well 
as several players who expressed their approval of the new manager. 


TOM HALLER 


Executive Vice-President 
Baseball Operations 


The steady evolution of the Giants into a closer-knit, stronger and 
more productive baseball organization under Tom Haller’s leadership 
took quantum jumps forward in 1984 with several key personnel changes 
among the Major League players and staff, the overall improvement 
of the Minor League teams, the emergence of a number of young Giants 
as solid Major Leaguers, the signing of more top draft picks and the 
addition of more full-time scouts. 

Heading the list of significant developments in the Giants’ staff struc- 
ture was the appointment of a new manager, Haller’s first opportunity 
to fill the post since taking over the general manager's responsibilities 
in July, 1981. He and club President Bob Lurie conducted a search that 
narrowed the field to five top candidates and ultimately ended in the 
Giants’ own backyard. On October 31, Jim Davenport —the quintessen- 
tial San Francisco Giant and Haller’s longtime teammate, colleague 
and friend— was named manager of the Giants for 1985. 

In keeping with Haller’s commitment to consistency within the 
organization, he approved the promotion of Minor League pitching coach 
Bob Miller and Minor League managers Jack Mull and Rocky Bridges 
to coaching positions in San Francisco, and brought back former Giant 
Chuck Hiller to join them on the coaching staff. 

While the Giants’ five Minor League teams had a combined won-lost 
record of 308-324, the mark was an improvement of 46 games over 1983 
and 75 games better than their overall record of 276-351 in 1982, in- 
dicating steady progress. The Class-A Fresno Giants won the first-half 
title in the California League’s Southern Division with a 43-27 record. 

In other Giants farm system developments in 1984, Haller supervised 
the debut of a new Rookie franchise at Everett, Washington, and now 
has long-term agreements with all five of San Francisco’s Minor League 
franchises. Field Director of Player Development Jim Lefebvre took on 
the added duties of managing the triple-A Phoenix ball club in order 
to more closely supervise players on the doorstep of the big league 
club. Haller and Scouting Director Bob Fontaine also added more 
scouts, bringing the total of full-time scouts to 26. The club also man- 
aged to sign contracts with 15 of its top 17 free agent draft selections 
in 1984. 

Early this year, Haller set his sights on strengthening the Major 
League club, He began by helping to negotiate a new four-year con- 
tract for outfielder Jeff Leonard, then immersed himself in negotiations 
that produced two major trades. On January 26, Haller traded longtime 
Giant relief pitcher Gary Lavelle to Toronto for pitcher Jim Gott and 
two minor league prospects, and six days later he dealt the veteran 
Jack Clark to St. Louis for four players— Dave LaPoint, David Green, 
Gary Rajsich and Jose Gonzalez. 

A former Giants catcher and Minor League executive, the 47-year- 
old Haller and his wife, Joan, reside in San Mateo, California. They have 
two sons, Tom Jr. and Tim. 
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COREY BUSCH 


Executive Vice-President 
Administration 


Entering his seventh year as President Bob Lurie’s top aide and his 
third as the chief fiscal officer and supervisor of all non-baseball ac- 
tivities for the Giants, Corey Busch has seen his responsibilities and 
expertise expand markedly beyond their original scope. In addition to 
his duties as the club's key financial executive and policy-maker, Busch 
is the Giants’ liaison to San Francisco city government and administrator 
of the team’s broadcasting affairs. 

His role as the club's link to city officials has consumed a major por- 
tion of Busch's time in recent years with the protracted debate over 
the status of Candlestick Park and a possible new stadium. Late in 1983, 
Mayor Dianne Feinstein supported construction of a new multi-purpose 
downtown facility, but difficulties with the proposal kept the project 
off last fall’s City ballot. The failure of the stadium project to go before 
the voters came as a major disappointment to Busch and other Giants 
officials. 

At the same time, Busch meets regularly with officials of the San 
Francisco Recreation and Parks Department and the 49ers football team 
on matters of common interest involving Candlestick Park. 

He also works closely with Executive Vice President of Baseball 
Operations Tom Haller and Vice President of Business Operations Pat 
Gallagher on the development and implementation of Giants programs 
and policies throughout the year, and serves on the Board of Directors 
of Lurie Sports, Inc. 

In his capacity as the Giants’ broadcast controller, Busch maintains 
a close link with the broadcasting offices of Major League Baseball 
and the Commissioner's Office and serves as the Giants’ representative 
on contract issues involving the club's flagship stations KNBR Radio 
and KTVU-TV. 

In 1984, Busch was instrumental in bringing Giants television broad- 
casts into Arizona through an agreement with the Arizona Sports Pro- 
gramming Network, and he also approved a new agreement with KOFY 
radio of Burlingame to broadcast some 60 Giants games in Spanish 
this season. 

Busch was formerly press secretary to the late San Francisco Mayor 
George Moscone and served as an aide to Moscone when he was a 
State Senator. A graduate of the University of California at Los Angeles, 
he worked with a political consulting firm, Cerrell Associates, Inc., prior 
to joining Moscone. He serves on the Board of Directors of United 
Cerebral Palsy Association of San Francisco. 

Corey and his wife, Anne, have a son, Christopher, and they make 
their home in San Francisco. 


PAT GALLAGHER 


Vice-President 
Business Operations 


Rick White, Major League Baseball's top marketing executive, puts 
the Giants’ Pat Gallagher in a category of his own when the talk turns 
to the game's imaginative and resourceful business leaders. “He's simply 
a brilliant, creative individual,” says White. “Pat’s a breath of fresh air 
in the industry. He’s done a remarkable job in San Francisco.” 

Such tributes are not uncommon for the 36-year-old Gallagher, now 
in his ninth season with the Giants and his fifth as Vice President of 
Business Operations, with responsibility for the team’s marketing, pro- 
motion, publicity and community relations, plus the ticket office, group 
sales, retail sales, stadium operations and accounting staffs. 

Since taking command of all of the club's business affairs, he has 
directed some of the most significant and successful projects in the 
Giants’ San Francisco history: the opening of the enormously successful 
Giants Dugout store in Cupertino (1981), the Silver Anniversary celebra- 
tion and concert series (1982), the “Hang In There” campaign, Croix de 
Candlestick, new logo and uniforms (1983) and the 55th All-Star Game 
(1984). 

Planning for the midsummer classic and all the events surrounding 
it actually began almost a year earlier and gathered momentum through 
the winter and spring. Gallagher and his staff began with an ambitious 
and innovative ticket sales campaign that generated a record 30 per- 
cent increase in season ticket sales and provided thousands of North- 
ern California baseball fans the opportunity to see the All-Star Game 
in San Francisco for the first time in 23 years. Working closely with 
All-Star Game Coordinator Tom Haller Jr., Gallagher and the Giants staff 
staged baseball’s premier mid-season event with panache, drawing high 
praise from baseball executives, the news media and fans. On July 10, 
the largest crowd ever to witness a baseball game in San 
Francisco — 57,756 — packed Candlestick Park for the All-Star Game and 
saw the National Leaguers triumph, 3-1. 

As if that wasn’t enough to keep Gallagher busy, he also teamed up 
with Dial Info of San Francisco to introduce Dial Giants Baseball, a 
telephone question-and-answer game that awarded free Giants tickets 
and merchandise to the winners. The first game of its kind anywhere, 
Dial Giants Baseball attracted hundreds of thousands of callers after 
its inception in June, is currently being copied by several other teams 
and won Gallagher his third consecutive Marketing Excellence Award 
for Special Projects from Major League Baseball. The Giants also cap- 
tured the Radio Advertising Award for 1984 in the same competition. 

Gallagher is a member of the National League Scheduling Commit- 
tee as well as Major League Baseball’s Licensing Committee and 
Marketing Meetings Agenda Committee. He is also active in various 
Bay Area civic affairs, including Big Brothers/Big Sisters of the 
Peninsula, 

Pat and his wife, Joan, have a son, Michael. They make their home 
in San Carlos.

DETERMINING BATTING AVERAGE: Divide the number of at bats into the 
number of hits. 


DETERMINING AN EARNED RUN AVERAGE: Multiply the number of earned 
tuns by nine; divide the total by the number of innings pitched. 


QUALIFYING MARKS: To qualify for the batting championship a player 
must have a minimum of 502 plate appearances. To qualify for Earned 
Run Average Leadership a pitcher must have at least 162 innings pitched. 


DETERMINING SLUGGING PERCENTAGE: Divide the total bases of all hits 
by the total times at bat (At bats do not include walks, sacrifices, hit 
by pitches, or times awarded first base because of interference or 
obstruction). 


DETERMINING FIELDING AVERAGE: Divide the total putouts and assists 
by the total of putouts, assists and errors. 


DETERMINING PERCENTAGE OF GAMES WON AND LOST: Divide the 
number of games won by the total games won and lost. 


DETERMINING ON BASE PERCENTAGE: Add the total of hits, walks, and 
hit by pitches and divide by the total of at-bats, walks, hit by pitches, 
and sacrifice flies. 


CONSECUTIVE-GAME HITTING STREAKS: A consecutive-game hitting 
streak shall not be terminated if all the player's plate appearances (one 
or more) result in a base on balls, hit batsman, defensive interference 
or a sacrifice bunt. The streak shall terminate if the player has a sacrifice 
fly and no hit. 


CONSECUTIVE-GAME PLAYING STREAK: A consecutive-game playing 
streak shall be extended if the player plays one half-inning on defense, 
or if he completes a time at bat by reaching base or being put out. A 
pinch-running appearance only shall not extend the streak. If a player 
is ejected from a game by an umpire before he can comply with the 
requirements of this rule, his streak shall continue. 


TRADING REGULATIONS: Players are available on waivers in reverse order 
of standings, at the time waivers expire, if more than 30 days after start 
of the season; otherwise in reverse order of standings at close of 
preceding season. 


INTER-LEAGUE TRADES: Midnight, five days after the World Series through 
5 p.m., night preceding the last scheduled day of the Winter Meetings. 
No waivers are necessary. Plus Feb. 15 to Mar. 31, 1982. 


TRADING WITHIN LEAGUE: Midnight, the last day of the season through 
Midnight, June 15, no waivers necessary. Midnight, June 15 through Mid- 
night, the last day of the season, League waivers necessary. 


DETERMINING THE MAGIC NUMBER: Determine the number of games yet 
to be played, add one, then subtract the number of games ahead in the 
loss column of the standings from the closest opponent. 


DOCTORED BAT: If a filled or “doctored” bat is used, the player is to be 
ejected from the game and suspended three days. Any balls hit by an 
illegal bat do not count. If the umpire sees the illegal bat before it is used, 
he issues a warning, but there is no penalty. 


DETERMINING A *‘MAJOR LEAGUE YEAR"': 172 days constitute a full year 
in the Major Leagues.

THE GAME-WINNING RBI: The Game-Winning RBI is defined as “the RBI 
that gives a club the lead it never relinquishes.” There does not have to 
be a Game-Winning RBI in every game because the winning run can be 
scored on a wild pitch, error, balk, etc. 


RELIEF PITCHERS’ SAVE RULE: A pitcher is credited with a Save when 
he meets all three of the following conditions: 1) He is the finishing 
pitcher in a game won by his club, and, 2) he is not the winning pitcher, 
and, 3) he qualifies under one of the following conditions: a) he enters 
the game with a lead of no more than three runs and pitches for at least 
one inning, or, b) he enters the game with the potential tying run either 
on base, at bat or on deck, or, c) he pitches effectively for at least three 
innings. 


ROOKIE RULE: The Baseball Writers Association of America considers 
a player a rookie unless during the previous season or seasons he has 
(a) exceeded 130 at-bats or 50 innings pitched in the Major Leagues, or, 
(b) accumulated more than 45 days on the active roster of a Major League 
club, excluding military service, during the 25-man limit. The 25-player 
limit is in effect from Opening Day through August 31. 


DAY GAME/NIGHT GAME: Any game scheduled to start after 6:00 p.m. will 
be considered a night game. If a game is scheduled to start at or before 
6:00 p.m. and is delayed by rain or for any other reason it shall still be 
considered a day game. However, both games of a twi-night 
doubleheader shall be considered night games. When afternoon and 
night games are played on the same day and separate admissions are 
charged, they will be counted as one day game and one night game and 
will not be considered as a doubleheader.

1984 In Review 
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SAN FRANCISCO GIANTS 
1984 TEAM HIGHLIGHTS 


Several team and individual highlights stood out in 1984 for the San Fran- 
cisco Giants in spite of a year that saw them finish in last place for the first 
time in San Francisco with their worst West Coast record (66-96). 

The year was marked with the return of the All-Star Game to San Francisco 
for the first time since 1961, a mid-season managerial change, with Danny 
Ozark taking over for Frank Robinson on August 5, and strong seasons by 
several individual players. 

Here are some milestones compiled by the Giants as a team in 1984: 


BATTING AVERAGE ..... The Giants team average of .265 was the 2nd best in 
the National League and the 2nd best since the club moved to San Francisco 
in 1958 (.278 in 1962). 


SPRING TRAINING RECORD ,... . The Giants’ Spring Training record of 18-9-1 
was the best in the Cactus League and tied 1978 for the Giants best exhibi- 
tion mark since 1969 (19-7). 


THE 14 RUNS..... Scored by the Giants against Cincinnati at home on June 
27 were the most by a Giants team since August 18, 1982 (16)... That game 
included a pinch-hit grand slam by Chili Davis (first by a Giant since June 30, 
1978) and Dusty Baker stealing 2nd, 3rd and home in the same inning. 


SWEEP IN ST. LOUIS ..... The 3-game sweep over the Cardinals May 4-6 was 
the first ever by the Giants at Busch Stadium and the first by the Giants in 
St. Louis since May 6-8, 1966. 


18 INNING GAME..... The 18-inning, 2nd game of the doubleheader in Pitts- 
burgh July 13 was the longest Giants game since the Giants and Reds went 
21 in September, 1967. 


9-3 ROAD TRIP ..... The Giants 9-3 road trip through New York, Philadelphia 
and Montreal from Aug. 23 to Sept. 2 was the 2nd best in S.F. history of at 
least 10 games (they made a 10-2 trip in 1973 and another 9-3 trip in 1961). 


GIANTS AMONG TEAM LEADERS ..... The Giants led the league in hits (1499), 
were 2nd in the league in batting average (.265), 3rd in home runs (112) and 
5th in runs scored (682). 


ONE-RUN GAMES.,,.. The Giants 63 one-run games were the most in the Major 
Leagues, 


PERFECT VERSUS PITTSBURGH ..... The Giants were 6-0 against the Pirates 
at Candlestick, only the 4th time in history they had swept an opponent here 
(6-0 versus Phillies in 1969, Cubs in 1971, 4-0 versus Pirates in 1981). 


COMEBACKS..... The Giants came from behind to win 34 times, including 18 
times in their final at-bat. 


HOME RUN TRIO ..... Jeff Leonard (21), Chili Davis (21) and Bob Brenly (20) 
gave the Giants their 2nd straight 20 home run trio ... Leonard, Darrell Evans

2. A thrown ball that goes behind the backstop screen is one base, if 
it was thrown by the pitcher from the rubber. All other overthrows are 
two bases.

OPENING DAY 
1960 — After two years of playing at Seals Stadium in downtown San Francisco, 
the Giants’ opening day at Candlestick is April 12.

1960—The open-end stadium seated 42,500 fans. 

1972 — Construction to enclose the stadium is completed and seating capaci- 
ty is expanded to 58,000 for baseball.

1984 MINOR LEAGUE HIGHLIGHTS 


PHOENIX (AAA, MANAGER JACK MULL)..... This team had the makings of a 
contender early, but was raided by the Giants Major League squad continual- 
ly throughout the year. Due to a rash of injuries, 10 different Phoenix Giants 
spent time on the ML, roster during the P.C.L. season ... Outfielder Alejandro 
Sanchez had an outstanding first season in the Giants organization, He was 
named the P.C.L. Most Valuable Player, as well as the league's Player of the 
Month in July. After coming from the Phillies organization in Spring Training 
he tied the Phoenix RBI record with 108, topped the Pacific Coast League in 
total bases with 294, led the team in doubles (30), triples (9), GWRBIs (13) and 
stolen bases (34) while finishing 8th in the league in batting (.318) ... Outfielder 
Rob Deer hit 31 homers to lead the league in his first triple-A campaign. Over 
half his hits (53 of 102) were for extra bases ... Dan Gladden had the league’s 
best batting average (.397), but did not accumulate enough plate appearances 
before his June 26 recall to qualify for the batting title. ... The team’s overall 
.284 average ranked 4th in the offensive Pacific Coast League. Right-hander
